HOME AND SCHOOL MEET LIONS nuiW 


—-— Re 


An excellently attended meeting of 
the Strathmore Home and School As- 
sociation was held Monday evening 
in the dining room of the Memorial 
Hall, when the chief topie of discus- 
sion was concerning a Community 
Center. Chairman of the meeting was 
Rev .D. A. Ford. 

Mrs. Alice Polley introduced to the 
meeting, Mr. S. Hillerud of the Depart- 
ment of Extension, who was the 
speaker of the evening. Md. Hillerud 
has had extensive experience with the 
idea of the Community Centre, and 


spoke at some length on its many 
phases and possibilities. Speaking 
first of the difficulties, to be over- 


come, he mentioned community co- 
operation, regular participation, lead- 
ership and supervision, suitable facil- 
ities, and finance as the chief among 
them. 

First and foremost the speaker said 
the centre should be planned to in- 
clude every last member of the com- 
munity, and the best centre was one 
that coveréd approximately 500 famil- 
ies. 

His best advice was to build the 
school as the centre of the organiza- 
tion ......after all, he pointed out, 
it covers one of the greatest phases of 
the life of a person, and situated in 
this manner, it could not fail but be- 
come an important unit to the child- 
ren, in their between school-hours. 
The ideal for which he looked would 
be the school surrounded by a skating 
rink and curling rink on one side a 
fymnasium on the other, in between 
a swimming pool with beyond this 
a garden and further afield an outdoor 
sports area which would include lawn 
bowling handball, horseshoes baseball 
diamonds, and the track. 

Within the buildings, he felt, there 
should be included a nursery. where 
parents might leave the younger mem- 
bers of the family during the evening, 
a library, a reading room, club rooms 
and a canteen. With a set-up of this 
nature, the speaker felt that the child 
would learn that reading doesno't 
stop with the eighth or twelfth grade 

In order to most effectively implem- 
ent any steps towards this ideal, said 
Mr. Hillerud, it should be the object 
to form a Community Council, much 
on the line of a Town Planning Com- 
mittee, he said, should inelude re- 
presentatation from every organiza- 
tion of whatever nature in town. 

Citing the centre built up in Sangu- 
do, several times he suggested that 
their idea had been that the people 
and building up their interest come 
first. the buildings come after. 

Following Mr. HWillerud’s 
several questions were asked from the 
audience, showing a gond deal of inter- 
est in his proposals. Mr. Ford an- 
nounced that in the near futude_ re- 
presentatives of the M. D., the Town, 
the Canadian Tegion and the Home 
and School were to meet, and give 
further discussion to possible activity. 

Mention was made by S. H. Crowth- 
er of the possibility of having estab- 
Ushed here a branch film Hbrary by 
the Department of Extension, contin- 
gent on the procuring of a projector to 
use in conjunction. Mr. Crowther 
pointed out the obvious advantage of 
such an addition, and asked for furth- 
er discussion. Suggestions were made 
from two or three corners, and finally, 
it was decided that a suggestion to go 
slowly might be the best solution. 
though the meeting went on record as 
being of the opinion that a projector 
would be a decided aid to the centre.

INTERNATIONAL 
WHEAT AGREEMENT 


At the annual meeting of the Can- 
adian Federation of Agriculture a res- 
olution was passed asking that the 
government of Canada give aggressive 
leadership in working out an inter- 
national wheat agreement to include 
national quotas to fit supply to de- 
mand, minimum prices to protect the 
producer, maximum prices to protect 
the consumer, and in negotiations on 
this subject should endeavor; 

1. To secure world wheat importing 
countries assurances against re- 
straints in the future on international 
wheat trade. 

2. To obtain assurance of practical 
Measures designed to maintain reas- 
onable minimum level of wheat prices 
in international trade in return for 
which this country might reasonably 
agree to measures designed to prevent 
prices from becoming unduly 
during periods of scarcity. 

3. To bring about a system of inter- 
national wheat marketing based on 
such principles which would be re- 
system whieh has prevailed i: 
past and which has resulted 
wide price fluctuation.

Main Highways 
To Be Hard 
Surfaced 


highway improvement 
program for Alberta this year includ- 
es hard surfacing of main highways, 
according to information which the Al- 
berta Motor Association has received 
from the provincial department of 
public works. 

Details of the program will be an- 
nouneed when preliminary studies 
have been completed by the depart- 
mental engineers. 

Hon. W. A. Fallow, minister of pub- 
lie works, has stated that the program 
includes hard surfacing to a consider- 
able extent to the main highway from 
the international boundary north to 
Edmonton. He says this highway has 
carried a big traffic loadin the war 
years and now it must be put in prop 
er shape to handle prospective peace- 
time traffic, including a flood of tour- 
ists. 

The program also contemplates im- 
provements to the Trans-Canada high- 
way between Calgary and Banff and 
the Jasper highway from Edmonton 
west. 

The department is also proposing to 
make extensive improvements to dis- 
trict and market roads in the province. 
The extent of the program will be 
governed largely by the response by 
private contractors to calls for tend- 
ers on various projects. Some of the 
calls for tenders will be made immed- 
fately.

harvesting the new crop and Canada’s 
grain handling machinery is such that 
this wheat could be poured into food 
shortage areas immediately there- 
after. There is no universal foodstuff 
that can be produced in the quantities 
required as rapidly as wheat bread. 
From a nutritional standpoint such 
foods as meats, fats, dairy and poul- 
try products are desirable for a balan- 
ced diet but their production and 
movement to market requires greater 
time. With shipping space plentiful 
wheat is the logical foodstuff to cope 
with starvation conditions prevailing 
throughout large areas of the world. 
While we are in accord with the 
long range agricultural policies of the 
government, such practices, it would 
seem, temporarily must be set aside in 
favor of an imperative course which 
will ensure the greatest possible pro- 


| duction of life sustaining food which 
; can be 


produced and delivered in 
quantities most readily. To this end 
we urge that the Government request 
Canadian farmers to produce all the 
wheat within their powers of produc- 
tion in 1946 and furthermore that the 
Government undertake to accept de- 
livery from farmers of all wheat 
grown this year.

FLYING AT ONE HALF PENNY 
A MILE

The pilot who recently flew the 
British Auster aircraft to Denmark 
has given details of the remarkable 
economy of its operation. His actual 
flying time for the return journey, via 
Copenhagen, Lubeck, the Hague, was 
fifteen hours, twenty-five minutes. 
He used eighty-four gallons of gas, 
covering a distance of sixteen hund- 
red miles. This wirks out at approx- 
imately one hundred miles per hour 
speed and the gas consumption is only 
nineteen miles per gallon. On no oc- 
casion was it necessary for the pilot 
to put any oil whatsoever in the en- 
gine. He points out that the engine 
he was using (Blackburn Cirrus one 
hundred and ninety horsepower) has 
done two hundred and fifty hours fly- 
ing so that this remarkable oil con- 
sumption was even more noteworthy.

The wheat plant stores up nutrition 
in the small grains of wheat in a com- 
plex manner. Thirty days before har- 
vest the plant flowers and begins the 
formation of the grain. The sack or 
envelope, which eventually will  be- 
come the “bran” of the grain, is the 
first produced. Into this is loaded the 
germ, or embryo, and the endosperm, 
or starchy food reserve. Protein mat- 
erials and minerals that have been ac- 
cumulated and stored in the other 
parts of the plant pour into the bran 
ny sack. The green parts of the 
wheat plant manufacture sugar which
